“Before me, George W. Allen, 
public in and for Monroe county, state of 
Florida, on the 2ist day of August, A. D. 
18%, personally Arthur Alvarez, 
to me personally who, Lteing duly 
sworn, deposes ard says: 

“‘My name is Arthur Alvarez Y. Valdez. 
J am twenty-one vears of age, a native of 
Havana, Cuba, and a resident of the city 
of Key West, Florida. I am now 
resid‘ng at No, $65 Diviston street, city of 
Key West. In with several other 
Cubans and Americans I arrived in Cuba 
on the 6th of July, 1896, and 
forces of the Cubans of General 
Mr. Charles Govin was one of our 
acting as correspondent of The Equator 
Democrat, a newspaper of Key West. 

“In a battle which we had near Jaruco 
With the Spanish forces under General 
Ochoa, on the &th of July, 886, several of 
the soldiers of Aguirre’s forces, under 
command of Valencia, dispersed and we 
(meaning the Cubans and Americans who 
landed on the 6th of July as aforesaid) not 
knowing well the place where we were, all 
got lost, each taking a different direction. 
I remained in the neighborhood until the 
next day, being July 9%, 1896, and very near 
me were hidden two of my companions, 
one being Mr. Charles Govin, whom I 
knew personaliy and knew to be the cor- 
respondent of the Key West newspaper. 

“*About the time I had made up my 
mind to join them in their hiding place I 
heard and saw some forces that were com- 
ing toward us, and as they got very near 
us 1 saw Charles Govin and his companion 
with smiling faces leave their hiding place 
and go toward the forces. I believe Mr. 
Govin took the Spanish forces to be Cu- 
bans. 

“"*The troops bound: Mr. Govin and 
companion with ropes and after some loud 
talking, which I could not very well under- 
ttand, they took Mr. Govin and his com- 
panion aside and two of the Spanish sol- 
diers commenced to hack them over the 
fired 
their guns at them. I am not positive if 
the shots wounded them or not. 

“I saw that he, Mr. Charles Govin, and 
his companion were killed. This took place 
July 9, 189% The soldiers, after killing 
them, dug a grave and buried the two 
men in one grave. My place of hiding was 
near enough to witness the awful deed. I 
remained in my place of hiding until the 


Spanish forces lett the place. The Spanish 
troops also eat men of their 
vaulables before burying them 

“IT noticed that the troops were com- 
manded by the same George Ochoa who 
had given us battle the! day before. Mr. 
Govin and his frten rere ordered to be

¥ACED THE GALLOWS FIVE TIMZ 


Sutton, Often Sentenced to Death, 
Now Lives To Tell the Story. 

Richmond, Va.,, August 24.—(Special.)— 
Wayman Sutton, the man who was five 
times arraigned and a3 many times con- 
victed of a desperate murder, and escaped 
almost within sight of the gallows, was 
today pardoned out of the Virginia peni- 
tentiary. | 

Sutton’s case is one of the most remark- 
able known in the criminal history of this 
State, and his escape from death on the 
gallows almost a miracle, 

In May, 1887. Peter Harvell, a desperate 
.character of Blue Spring Gap, Wythe coun- 
ty, Virginia, was murdered from ambush 
by two men, who fired two balls into his 
body. Sutton and his father-in-law, Morgan 
M. Pendleton, were Suspected and indicted. 
The former had in the meantime gone to 
Illinois to buy land. He was arrested ae 
and after being three times sentenced to 
death, was finally rescued from the Wythe- 
Ville jail by a crowd of freinds. 

7 After h's release Sutton hurried to Wash- 
ington State, where, after three years’ stay, 
he was recognized and arrested. He was 
brought back to Virginia and resentenced. 
The doomed man’s Sentence, however, was 
commuted to imprisonment for life by 
the gcvernor. 

For nfore than a year Governor O'Ferrall 
has had Sutton’s case under consideration. 
Today he granted the man a full pardon, 
which was delivered to him in the prison 
this afternoon. Sutton was overjoyed at 
nis release. He declares that he is innocent 
Ot the murder of Harvell. 


SENTENCED MURDERERS ESCAPE 


Two Negroes with Leath Penalty Pro- 
nounced EPreak Jail. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., August 24.—(Special.) 
In June last at the circuit court at Athens, 
Ala., two young negroes, Charley and 
George Howell, were convicted of the mur- 
der of S, U. Smith, a prominent farmer, 

and sentenced to death. 

The prisoners pleaded gnilty in a manner 
that was at the time put down as bravado. 
However, an appeal to the supreme court 
was taken, and in the meantime the pris- 
oners were removed to Moran county jail 
for Safe keeping and the excitement about 
the affair subsided. 

On Saturday night last after 11 o’clock 
the sheriff received word that both the 
condemned men had escaped early the 
night before and had therefore twenty- 
two hours’ start. 

Citizens are indignant and state the ne- 
£roes were not guilty but for a consider- 
ation shielded the real criminal, and their 
escape was all planned for them.

Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., August 24:—(Spe- 
cial.)—-President Cleveland announces that 
David Rowland Francis, ex-governor of 
Missouri, has been appointed secretary of 
the interior 10 succeed Mr. Smith resigned, 
and that he will assume the duties of his 
office September Ist. 

David R. Francis was bornin Richmond, 
Madison county, Kentucky, October 1, 1800. 
His ancestry is a mixture of Scotch, Irish 
and Welsh. He went to St. Louis in 186 
and attended the Washington university, 
graduating in 1870. He at once became 
shipping clerk for Shyrock & Rowland, 
but seven years later began the grain com- 
mission business for himself and has con- 
tinued in the same business, being now 
president of the D. R. Francis & Bro. Com- 
mission Company. He is also receiver for 
the United Elevator Company, though 
other stockholders are making desperate 
efforts to have him ousted. 

He was elected vice president of the 
Merchants’ exchange in 1883 and president 
the following year in the most bitterly con- 
tested election ever held in the exchange. 

He entered political life in 1884, when he 
was chosen a delegate at large to the 
national democrat convention in Chicago 
and was an enthusiastic supporter of 
Cleveiand and WHendricks. The following 
year he was nominated for mayor after a 
struggle in the convention which lasted for 
184 ballots. He was elected by a majority 
of 1,300 over a competitor who had been 
elected four years before by a majority .of 
14,000. In 1888 he was nominated for gov- 
ernor.

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DIFD WITH THE SECRET UNTOLD. 
Jenk'ns, One of Bedford Burgiars, 
Dies of Wounds Received. 
Brooklyn, N. Y., August 24.—Charles 
Jenkins, alias John Clare, one of the most 
notorious bank and postoffice burglars in 
the country, died in the Long Island col- 
lege hospital this Morning as the result 
of a wound received while attempting to 
rob the postoffice amd general store of 
Walker RB. Adams, at Bedford Station, N. 

Y.. last Wednesday night. 

Jenkins was one of @ gang of four thieves 
who tried to loot the postoffice there. Two 
of his companions, Peter James and Dick 
were shot and severely wounded 
by Mr. Adams and his son and were cap- 
tured on the spot. AMother of his con- 
federates escaped and is still at large. 

Jenkins received a bullet wound in the 
arm, but managed to elude capture at 
the time. Thursday Right about 9 o’clock 
he came to the Long Island college hospital 
in this city and askel to have his wound 
dressed. He had wandered about for near- 
ly eighteen hours without having his inju- 
ries cared for. He told the doctors that 
he had accidentally shot himself while 
hunting. The physiclars disbelieved his 
story and notified th police. The latter 
identified him as & hotorfous thief and 
immediately connecte@ him with the Bed- 
ford Station job Per@ons from that place 
who had seen the rebbers came to the 
hospital and positively identified Jenkins 
as one of the robbers, 

The phvsicians in the hospital performed 
several operaticns onethe wounded man’s 
arm, but because of his long neglect of 
the wound blood poisoning set in and he 
died as a result this morning. 

Two detectives stood by the dying man 
until he expired. They told him he Was 
going to die and that this would be his 
last chance to tell what he knew. He re- 
plied: 

“T know I am dyinge TI feel it. I won't 
live long, but all I c@m say is I told you 
the truth. I was shot accidentally by a 
friend in Long Branch. I will never tell 
his name, because I promised not to do 
ou." 

He admitted that Re knew James, the 
burglar, in Mount Kisco jail, but denied 
that he had gone with him to Bedford. 

The attempted robbery at Bedford Sta- 
tion has already cost two lives, those of 
Walker B. Adams, the postmaster at that 
place, and Charles Jenkins, the burglar. 
Byrnes and James, the other wounded 
burglars, are in a precarious condition 
and likely to die at any time. 


SPICER SHOOTS AT A SAILOR. 
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Men Dragged by Fuice Upon a Vessel 
and Put in Irons. 

Mobile, Ala., August #4.—(Special.)—There 
was trouble on. board the British ship 
George T. Hay, Captain Spicer, on Thurs- 
day, because of an alleged effort made by 
sailor boarding house keepers to shang- 
hai some sailors on board the vessel, in 
which was reported they were assisted 
by the captain and the mate. 

The shanghaied men refused to remain 
on the vessel. and some of them proceeded 
to make good their This they. did 
by building a raft* ng the night and 
getting to Fort. Morgan. 

Friday the captain of the Hay went 
ashore on the government reservation at 
Fort Morgan, and finding a sailor named 
Hollie Stein there, proceeded to belabor him 
with a carne. The sailor claims that af- 
ter the béating with the cane, he ran from 
the captain. who fired at him with a pistol. 
and the bullet plowed through the skin of 
the scalp on the top of his head. It is 
further charged that the captain and his 
mate pulled several of the sailors aboard 
by main force and put them in irons. 

The reports that reach here are to the ef- 
fect that Sergeant Goetz, who is in charge 
of the government reservation at Fort Mor- 
gan, ordered Captain Spicer off the reserva- 
tion and threatened to arrest him and put 
him in one of the dungeons in the fort.

ABE HEWITT AIRING HIS VIEWS 


Writes a Letter Atcut the Indianap- 
olis Convention. 
Indianapolis, Ind., August 24.—The plat- 
form of the national democratic party is in 
course of formation. Chairman Bynum, of 
the executive committee, has a stack of 
letters from some of the most prominent 
democrats of the country making sug- 
gestions on this subject and some of them 
have forwarded complete drafts of plat- 
forms embodying their views. These he

FOUR PEOPLE LIKELY TO DIE. 


Farsenger Train Threwn from a Track 
by a Derailed Freight. 
Pittsburg, Pa., August 24.—The through 
express train from Chicago on the Pitts- 
burg and Western railroad, which was 
due in this city at 12:35 p. m., was wrecked 
at Valencia, a small station twenty miles 
west of here, at 12:30 o’clock this afternoon, 
and more than a score of passengers were 

injured, four of whom may die. 

Just before the passenger train reached 
that place there was a collision of freight 
trains, which threw a number of freight 
cars on the main track, and the express 
train, coming along at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour, plunged into the wrecked 
freight cars. 

Nearly every car of the express was 
and the escape of the passengers 
from instant death is remarkable. The most 
seriously injured are: 

Mrs. W. H. Marsh, aged fifty years, of 
Talmage, Ohio; compound fracture of fron- 
tal bone, skull crushed and brain protrud- 
ing: will probably dle. 

John Curry, aged forty years, a farmer 
of Plesant Hill, Pa.; lower jaw fractured, 
throat cut, muscles of tongue and throat 
paralyzed, and scalp cut; will die. 

Mrs. J. W. Morse, aged thirty-six years, 
Ohio: lower jaw, cheek bone and 
collar bone fractured and wrist injured; 
recovery very doubtful. 

Miss Maude fennette, aged nineteen 
of No. 110 Perrysv lle avenue, Alle- 
serious concussion of left tem- 
ple, nose cut and bruised. 

The injured were brought to the Alle- 
eral hospital by a special train, 
The Chicago express train does not stop 
at Valencia and was running at the rate 
of forty miles an hour when the engineer 
first discovered the obstruction on the 
tracks. The eng'neer reversed and ap- 
plied the brakes, but though the speed of 
the express was diminished somewhat, it 
struck the freight cars on the main track 
with frightful foree, and freight cars and 
engine rolled in a great mass of. torn 
wood and iron over an embankment into 
the ditch below. 

The engineer and fireman of the express 
when they saw that a coliision was in- 
evitable jumped and escaped with severe 
injuries. 

The tender, nrail, express and passenger 
coaches piled up over each other and rolled 
down the embankment on the wrecked 
engine and freight cars. Clouds of steam 
and smoke from the disabled engine en- 
veloped the scene, and added to the dis- 
tress of the injured pinioned in the wreck, 
who feared the debris would take fire and 
burn them alive. 

Meanwhile those of the express crew and 
passengers, who were not injured, the 
crew of the freight and the people of 
Valencia who were near at hand 
the acc‘dent occurred, rushed to the 
the injured and a special train with sur- 
geons was at once dispatched from Alie- 
gheny to the scene of the wreck. The 
freight cars which were struck by the ex- 
press train were heavily loaded with long 
iron piping. These heavy iron tubes were 
hurled with great force through the sles 
of the day ccaches, and most of the fatal 
injuries to passengers were produced by 
them.

Policeman Bankston Savagely Attacked 
: by a Negro, 


WOUND MAY PROVE FATAL

Was in a Murderous Mood and Had 
Just Beaten His Wire. 


AN UNPARALLELED CASE OF VICIOUSNESS 


Indignation at the Negro’s Brutality 
Ran So High That a Lynching 
Was Feared. 


_——— = 


Lying with his head resting in a dark 
pool of his own blood, and with the back 
of his skull mashed into a jelly, Officer 5. 
B. Bankston, of the local police force, was 
fund in an unconscious condition on Mari- 
etta street yesterday afternoon. 

A big burly negro, while resisting arrest, 
had deliberately picked up an ax lying 
close by, and dealt the officer three mur- 
derous blows—two on the back of the head 
and one on the left shoulder. 

The most remarkable feature of the af- 
fair is that the brave policeman 1s still 
living, and that there are some hopes of 
his recovery. He now lies in the Grady 
hospital practically at death’s door. The 
skull in the rear of his head is shattered, 
and large fragments had to be removed 
by the attending physicians. He is semi-

conscious, and Dr. Brewster states if in- 
flammation does not set in, or the case 
does not assume some unexpected turn, 
that the unfortunate officer may probably 
recover. 

The brute who used the ax with such 
murderous intent is a negro—tall, black and 


muscular, and with the power of a Sam- 


son. His name is Will Turner, and he is 
now locked in a cell at the station house. 
suffering terrible mental anguish, prompted 
by visions of his horrible crime, and his 
big frame quaking with fear of the un- 
doubted fate that awaits him. 

If Turner had carried out his intentions, 
two lives would have been forfeited. It 
seems as if he had first intended to slay 
the officer and then his wife. It was only 
miraculous that she was more fortunate 
than Bankston, and narrowly escaped the 
negro’s murderous ax. She dodged his 
weapon of steel and ran up the narrow 
steps, as he swung his weapon at her with 
terrible force. 

The would-be murderer was caught in a 
barn only about fifteen minutes after his 
murderous assault. A crowd, numbering 
perhaps 200 people, assembled on the scene, 
and for awhile lynching was freely talked 
of. Several officers arrived on the scene, 
however, and determined to protect the 
prisoner at all hazards against any vio- 
lence. 

The excitement around the patrol wagon 
as it started toward the station house with 
the negro was intense. Angry citizens 
freely stated that a quick death was en- 
tirely too good for him, and one man want- 
ed to organize a gang to attack the station 
house last night, but up to an early hour 
this morning the negro was still in his 
cell. 

The scenes around the place of attack 
were full of excitement, and if the negro 
had not been hurried away as quickly as he 
was, his life would have been worth noth- 
ing. 

Out with His Wife. 

Will Turner and his family live at 181 
in the basement. The 
house is a large tenement and is occupied 
solely by negroes. The place is in the cen- 
ter of “‘Brooklyn,’’ and is one of the tough- 
est dens in the city. 

It seems that Turner ‘had driven his 
wife away from home and had cut up 
all her clothes. The woman lived in mor- 
tal dread of her husband, and yesterday 
about noon thought she would return and 
attempt to secure her wardrobe.

The negro at first did not resist, but 
started to walk quietly toward Marietta 
street. As the two men turned the cor- 
ner of the house Turner suddenly tripped 
the officer and threw him heavily to the 
ground. ‘ 

Hit Him with an Ax. 

Bankston fell near a kettle full of boiling 
water. In ah instant Turner picked up a 
large wood ax lying close by and struck 
his victim a blow in the back of the head. 
Pankston was rendered unconscious, and 
he lay on the ground apparently dead. 
The blood was slowly oozing from a fright- 
ful hole in his- head and his face was bur- 
ied in the dirt. 

By this time Turner’s wife had come 
down the stairs and was standing about 
twenty feet from her husband, watching 
his deadly work. He happened to catch 
sight of her, and with lifted ax made a 
dash at the helpless woman. But she

dodged quickly and darted up the steps. 

Turner, not satisfied with what he had 
already done, walked deliberately over to 
where Bankston lay, and raising his ax 
struck him a second horrible lick on the 
back of the head. The officer groaned 
slightly, but life was not extinct. Turner 
then seeing his victim was not yet dead 
raised the ax for a third time and again 
let it fall with tremendous force. 

The third blow missed its mark and 
landed on the left shoulder not far from 
the neck. 

Fled for His Life. 

By this time two men by.the name of 
William and Sword, who are employed in 
a woodyard not far away, heard the 
screams of the women, who were looking 
on the scene, and decided to investigate. 
As they climbed the fence the negro dart- 
ed past them toward Walton street @s 
fast as his heels could carry him. 

Sword- staid with the prostrate officer 
and Williams followed the fugitive. 

A crowd soon collected and Bankston 
was carried to Sharp’s drug store, a block 
below. The ambulance was sent for and 
the officer taken to the hospital. He was 
placed ungler the influence of chloroform 
and his wounds were dressed by the hos- 
pital physicians. He recovered conscicus- 
ness for a while, but seemred to be suffer- 
ing intensely, and was unable to talk. 

In the meantime the negro was fleeing 
from the officers. He had crossed Wal- 
ton street and- had gone through the back- 
vard of Mr. Ivy, on Bartow street, and 
had entered the barn of Mr. Daniels, at 
the next door. 

Williams came up in a short while after- 
wards and was joined by Edmund Scott, 
who works at the dairy on the corner. 
The two men entered the barn together 
and searched every nook and corner, at 
first without finding him. They finally 
noticed a kind of loft, however, and Scott 
climbed on a carriage wheel and saw the 
‘brute hiding behind some old chairs. 

A crowd then assembled at the door and 
the negro was ordered to come down. tie 
crawled ‘from his hiding place very re- 
luctantly and was covered by Williams's 
gun. He rade no resistance and sat 
quietly on a log until Call Officer Crusselle, 
who had been sent for, arrived. Turner 
was then handcuffed and was led up to 
the box at the corner of Walton and Bar- 
tow. 

They Talkei of Lynching. 

It was here that the crowd began to 
gather. The news had spread like wild- 
fire, and excitement was at fever heat. 
Lynching was freely talked of on all sides, 
and if the patrol wagon had not arrived 
with several policemen there might have 
been serious trouble. There was no ef- 
fort to°obtain the prisoner, however, and 
he was soon safely locked behind the bars 
at the station house. 

Is a Good Officer. 

Bankston is one of the most popular and 
efficient Officers on the police force, He 
has been with the department for about 
three years, and his superior officers have 
never had occasion to censure him. 
, He came to Atlanta about three 
ago from Barnesville, where his relatives 
now reside. He is about thirty years of 
age and is a widower with three children. 
His brothers, J. B. and W. B. Bankston, 
were telegraphed by Chief Connolly yes- 
terday afternoon of Bankston’s condition, 
and told that they had best take the next 
train if they wanted to see him alive. They 
arrived in the city last night and went 
direct to the hospital. 

Turner is known as one of the most 
desperate characters in Atlanta. He is 
generally known as ‘Bully Dick,” and it

is said every negro in Atlanta is afraid 
of him. 

He has given the police much trouble 
before and his character is well known 
in police circles. He will be held at the 
station house awaiting Bankston’s condi- 


tion. 
What the Negro Says. ~ 

Turner was seen by a Constitution man 
in his cell at the station house yesterday 
afternoon and he talked freely of his crime. 
He claims that he merely struck Bankston 
the first time in order to get away, and 
that he never intended to murder him, He 
Absolutely denied that he hit him more 
than once, or that he had attacked his 
wife. 

He attributes all his troubles to his bet- 
ter half, and says she has dragged him 
down to what he is. She had left his home, 
and he cut up her dresses to keep her from 
moving.

NEGRO BRUTE FOILED 


‘Rugasta Girl Saved Just in Time From 
a Criminal Assault. 


HER SCREAMS BROUGHT HELP 


Was on Her Way to a Convent When 
Attacked. 


NEGRO SCOUNDREL TRIES TO OVERCOME HER 


Brought to Atlanta for Safe Keeping. 
He Would Have Peen Lynched 
in Augusta. 


A dastardly attempt to assault a young 
woman occurred in Augusta, on the out- 
skirts of the city, early yesterday morning. 
The negro brute would undoubtedly have 
accomplished his purpose had not the 
screams of his victim attracied another 
negro who happened to be near, and who 
frightened the assailant away. 

The unfortunate young woman is Miss 
Connors, a pretty young miss, who is an 
attache of St. Mary’s convent in that city. 
The negro’s name is Will Simms and he 
was brought to Atlanta on the Georgia 
train last night and lodged in Fulton 
county jail for safe keeping. 

This action was taken to prevent a lynch- 
ing. The excitement in Augusta all day 
vesterday was {ntense, and while the com- 
munity does not usually indulge in lynch 
law, a quick death for the brute was 
freely talked of, and the authorities after a 
long conference, decided to send him to 
Atlanta, Where he will await a speedy 
trial. 

The attempted assault seems to be the 
most heinous and most deliberate that has 
been reported in some time. Miss Connors 
had been to Tybee in a Sunday excursion. 
The train was late returning and did not 
arrive in August until after 1 o’clock in the 
morning. 

She Did Not Know thei Way. 

Miss Connors was accompanied by no es- 
cort, and is a comparative stranger in the 
city. She was completely turned around at 
night, and did not Know the way to the 
convent, 

She, therefore, approached Simms, who 
was walking down the street with two ne- 
gro girls, and inquired the way to her 
destination. The negro replied that he 
would direct her, when he had taken his 
girls home, and asked her to wait for him. 
Miss Connors on the corner and 
Waited for some until the man re- 
turned.

Judge Eve, commissioner 
revenues, then issued a warrant for Simms 
and later issued an order committing him 
to Fulton county jail. With the concur- 
rence of Judge Calloway he was brought to 
this city yesterday afternoon. 

A Lynching Expected. 

The plan of sending Simms to Atlanta 
was agreed on by a conference held yester- 
day morning at the Augusta courthouse. 
Judge Eve, Sheriff O’Connor, Mayor Young, 
City Attorney Carroll, Solicitor Cohen, 
Major J. C. €. Black, Hon. J. R. Lamar 
and Hon. W. H. Fleming were all present 
and it was the opinion of the body that in 
order to prevent any probable violence to 
the negro it would be best to send him toa 
place of safety. The prisoner was brought 
to this city by Deputy Sheriff Pritchard. 

Simms was approached last night on the 
subject of his crime and at first he refused 
positively to talk. He is a short man and 
rather heavy set. He has a mean, wicked 
expression in his face and seems rather in- 
different over his position.

HAYDEN THE WINNER 


Supreme Court Desides In His Favor 
and Against Lampkin. 


CAN RECOVER HIS PROPERTY 


C:se Involves an Atlanta Estate Worth 
More Than $1,000,000. 


ESTABLISHED AN IMPORTANT PRECEDENCE 


Several Other Cases of a Similar Char- 
acter Are Now Pending on the 
Court’s Decket. 


An important decision was handed down 
by the supreme court yesterday which af- 
fects scme very valuable Atlanta prop- 
erty. 

The case was that of Lumpkin vs. Hay- 
den, recently tried in the Fulton superior 
court, last term, and decided in favor of 
Hayden, but appealed. 

A motion for a new trial was made at 
the time, but that was overruled and the 
appeal was taken to the supreme court, 
which yesterday sustained the lower court 
and decided in favor of Hayden. 

The case of Lumpkin vs. Hayden is one 
of many similar cases, all of them taken 
together involving property centgally lo- 
cated in Atlanta’s business district, which 
amounts in value to more than $1,000,000. 

The facts of the case as set forth by the 
records are briefly these: Reuben Cone, an 
old citizen of Fulton county, died about 
1851, leaving an estate located in and near 
Atlanta. He lefi as heirs at law his wife, 
Lucinda Cone and Major J. A. Hayden, 
who married his daughter. Lucinda Cone, 
the wife, and Major Hayden each owned a 
half interest in the estate. In 1854 Mrs. 
Cone, in contemplation of marriage with 
W. H. Underwood, entered into a marriage 
contract And deed trust, by which it was 
agreed that all of the property of Lucinda 
Cone should be hers for life and at her 
death should go to her daughter, Mrs. 
Hayden, and Mrs. Hayden’s children. By 
the ccntract two trus‘ees were appointed 
to manage this property during the covert- 
ure then about to be consummated. 

This marriage contract also gave the right 
to Mrs. Underwood to dispose of this prop- 
erty by will to Mrs. Hayden and her chil- 
dren during coverture, if she liked, and 
also gave the trustees the power to seli 
any part of this trust property. In 1857 
Mr. Underwood died and after his death 
ene of the trustees, Mr. Hayden, in his in- 
dividual capacity and as trustee for Mrs. 
Underwood, sold portions of this trust prop- 
erty. Mrs. Underwood died in 1872. 

Reuben Hayden, the plaintiff in the case, 
was born in 1871, and when he attained his 
majority he brought suit to recover his in- 
terest in the land that had been sold by 
Mr. Hayden as above set forth,” the law 
allowing him seven years after he attain- 
ed his majority in which to bring suit with- 
out being barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. 

The decision rendered yesterday fully sus- 
Hayden's rights to sue for and 
recover as one of the children of Harriet 
E. Hayden, a one-eighteenth interest in 
the trust property that was sold by the 
trustee after the death of W. H. Under- 
wood in 1857.

and Talks Local Option. 


Greenville. Ga., August 24.—(Special.)— 
Governor Atkinson spoke to a great throng 
of people of this, his native, county here 
today. 

Democrats and populists with 
mense crowd of colored people filled the 
streets by 10 o'clock. Without respect to 
party or race all turned out to hear the 
man whom his native county and all Geor- 
gia delights to honor. 

The governor began his speech by allud- 
{ng to national politics, proclaiming him- 
self, as he has ever been, an advocate of 
coinage. He reminded his audi-

ence that 
years 
had enunciated the same bel.ef. 

On the tariff he stood by the old idea 
of the fathers—a tariff for revenue only. 

At length he discussed the finances of 
the staie. He showed by the figures that 
but for the money: devoted to the support 
of the public schools and the aid of many 
old soldiers our taxes would be but nomi- 
nal. The democrats of Georgia, through 
successive admunistrations, have reduced 
taxes in all directions save for the foster- 
ing of public schools and relieving the 
wants of old confederates. 

For both of these he had ever contended 
and would continue to do so either as 
governor or as a private in the ranks. 

He mentioned the successful manage- 
ment and profitable lease of the North- 
eastern railroad, the interest received 
from deposits in state banks and the va- 
rious fines collected from different convict 
lessees during his administration. He in- 
Sisted that while white men made the 
laws, furnished the judges and composed 
the juries, every man should have a 
fair and impartial trial; that the death 
penalty should be imposed only by legally 
constituted authority and not by a law- 
less mobs. He wanted the law to supersede 
lynching in all cases. He wanted al! to 
cease the commission of acts that led to 
Ivnchings as the surest way to stop lynch- 
ings, but appealed to all in every case to 
uphold and vinuicate the law’s majesty. 

In clear and emphatic terms he dec!ared 
his opposition to the present convict lease 
system. ° 

He answered the charge of Seab Wright 
and Tom Watson in regard to the pardon 
of Hinton, of Wilkes county, giving the 
facts as detailed in Sunday’s Constitution, 
and a thousand answering voices cried 
back: 

“You did right, governor, and we will 
stand by you for it.’”’ 

He said the charge was made by his 
opponents for the express purpose of 
prejudicing the colored people against him 
and his administration, but he knew it 
would fall to the ground since he had 
given to the world undeniable proofs that 
every citizen of this state would be treated 
by him with equal and exact justice, He 
never gave or refused a pardon because 
the applicant was a white or a colored 
man, but sought in every case to discharge 
fairly the high duty which the constitution 
had placed in his hands. 

He noticed the charge preferred’ by 
Wright and Watson, that of being the 
head of a ring. He made all his appoint- 
ments with an eye single to the interests of 
the people and good of the public service. 

On the subject of prohibition the govern- 
or said: 

“The prohibition question has been in- 
jected into this campaign, and must be met 
Squarely, aS we ought to meet every ques- 
tion that cornes. Under the system of local 
option, which has been in vogue for many 
years, one hundred and five counties in 
Georgia are dry and in the other counties 
the saloon has been driven almost excliu- 
Sively into the towns and cities. What are 
we to do then with this question? | will 
tell you what my judgment is. I betieve 
that the people of Meriwether county know 
better what sort of liquor laws thev ought 
to have tham any other county Knows for 
them. Some pecple seem to think that 
you people in Meriwether have not sense 
enough to manage this question yourselves; 
that they must come down there’ from 
Floyd and other counties and fix liquor 
laws for you. I believe in home ruic. The 
democratic party has left the fence law 
aid liquor law for each community to fix 
for itself. If any community in  Geor- 
gia wants to drive whisky out, let it 
drive it out entirely If any community 
wants a dispensary, let it have a ‘iis- 
pensary. If any community in this state 
wants the license system, it ought to 
have a right to say so. I believe that the 
best plan is local option. I say it as a 
prohibition man. I am in favor of iocal 
option, because I believe that is the best 
method to secure prohibition that does in 
fact prohibit. I am a prohibifionist myself. 
I have voted for prohibition in my town 
when the question was up there. { have 
voted for prohibition in my county when 
it was up there. If 1 thought prohibition 
would prehibit when not sustained by the 
sentiment of the community, I would vote 
for it evérywhere. 

“You talk about where is your ‘wander- 
ing boy tonight.’ I could find my boy easier 
by looking for him in the salodén than I 
could find him if there were a hundred 
blind tigers hiding around. You under- 
stand my position. | am a prohibitionist, 
have voted for prohibition whenever the 
occasion has been presented to me. and I 
believe hat the proper way to adjust it 
is to leave to every county tthe right to 
settle that question for itself. We have 
gone on step by step until we have tne 
dryest state in the south right now. The 
question as to whether or not ycu are to 
change this policy and pass a law that 
will prohibit its sale over the entire state, 
or establish dispensaries without consulting 
communities is a question for the people 
to settle in the election of the members of 
the general assembly. My opinion is that 
the wisest policy for them to pursue is to 
elect men to the legislature who will stand 
by local option, and allow every community 
to settle the whisky question for itself. If 
the people differ from me, and the people 
of Georgia elect to the legislature men who 
change the policy of prohibition, and seek 
to settle it by general laws, then it 1s a 
change that the pecple have a right to 
make and it 1s a change that the execu- 
tive would have no right to veto. Prohi- 
bition is a moral and not a political ques- 
tion. If a change in liquor laws is de- 
manded by the people of Georgia let them 
so say in the selection of their represen- 
tatives in the general assembly, and if I 
am governor their will shall be registered 
in the laws of the state. I believe, however, 
that a departure from the principles of local 
option will be a mistake, and [I shall con- 
tinue to urge reasons against it during 
this campaign.”’ ‘ 

He closed with a happy allusion to Bryan 
and Sewall and predicted their overwhelm- 
ing election. 

The speech was generously applauded 
frcm start to finish and was a perfect vote 
wirter.

HALF A MILLION IN GOLD.

Buried Somewhere in the Neighbor- 
hood of Rockaway Beach. 
From The New York World. 

A party of experienced divars has been 
busy for a week past in the shallow waters 
off Rockaway beach hunting for a half a 
million of buried treasure. The party start- 
ed on Friday night a week ago on the Mer- 
ritt wrecking schooner Edwin Post for 
Jones inlet. They are under command of 
Captain F. R. Sharp, a veteran diver, to 
whom every foot of the coast is known. 

The men left in high hope. They are in 
search of the wreck of the American bark 
Mexico, which for nearly sixty years has 
lain under cover at the bottom of the in- 
let, concealing in its ribs of ash a fortune 
in gold, besides the skeletons of sixty-two 
hvuran beings. The divers are after the 
gold. 

The wreck of the Mexico is a theme upon 
which any of the older residents of tne 
south shore will easily grow eloquent, even 
to this day. Captain Zophar Smith, of 
Hempstead, who was one of the ill-fated 
bark’s crew, still survives. 

The Mexico sailed from Liverpool in the 
autumn of 1836. She was of 275 tons burden, 
owned by Samuel Brown, and consigned to 
Samuel Thompson, of New York city. Her 
crew numbered twelve men, including offi- 
cers, and she carried 112 passengers, chiefly 
Irish and English immigrants, not a few 
of whom carried large sums of money. 

Only a few weeks before the American 
bark Bristol had lain in the Mersey at the 
adjoining dock. When she set out to cross 
the. Atlantic the Mexico took her place. The 
Bristol was wrecked on the same beach 
that was so soon to receive in its deadly 
embrace the Mexico. 

The Mexico made a long and tedious voy- 
age, and the provisions ran so low that at 
length all hands, including the passengers, 
were put upon an allowance of one biscuit 
and a cup of water each. This lasted for 
ten days. On the last day of the year the 
Captain found himself riding off Sanday 
Liook, waiting to be boarded by a pilot. 

The. weather was bitterly cold, and the 
hungry passengers beheld with longing 
the dangerous coast. For two davs the 
Mexico lay off and on, On Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 2, 1837, a furious storm arose, accom- 
panied by sdow. The Mexico, unable to 
longer hold her own, was driven upon the 
beach, in the worst conceivable place, and 
in circumstances the most unfavorable. 

The beach was lined with ice. The cold 
increased rapidly and the sea ran higher 
and higher. Wave after wave dashed 
over the grounded vessel and turned to 
ice upon the masts and rigging. The main 
and mizzen masts were cut away. Then 
the pounding ice cut a hole in the bottom, 
and it became evident that the Mexico 
must go to pieces. 

All this time the Mexico lay within 
three hundred yaréds of the shore, plainly 
in view of the persons gathered there, 
attracted by the melancholy spectacle pre- 
sented by the bark. In this emergency 
Captain Raynor Smith performed a feat 
of genuine heroism. Accompanied by Zo- 
phar Smith, Samuel Raynor, James Smith, 
Willett Smith, Oliver R, Smith and Oli- 
ver C. Smith, he erossed the bay on the 
ice, dragging a boat behind. 

Other boats were there before them, but 
it was considered more than madness to 
launch them. The passengers of the Mex- 
ico were in plain sight, praying for rescue, 
but seemingly beyond all hope of relief. 
But late in the afternoon Captain Raynor 
Smith raised a volunteer crew and put to 
sea. 

With infinite peril and labor the men 
reached the Mexico. Raynor Smith caught 
a chain hanging from the bark’s bow- 
sprit and held the boat. A sailor named 
Haynes attempted to drop into it, but fell 
overboard. He was rescued by Smith. 
The cook followed and was saved. Captain 
Winslow and his son and five passengers 
were next transferred to the boat. 

The boat was then found to be carrying 
all it could earry in such a sea. Darkness, 
moreover, had come on, and the work of 
rescue had to be abandoned. Raynor Smith 
put back to shore with his precious load, 
the distracted remainder on the 
bark to come again in the morning and 
take them off. : 

For this unhappy remnant the morning 
Was not to come. In the night the Mexico 
went to pieces, and the watchers on shore 
heard above the roar of the surf and the 
howling of the wind the death 
their unhappy companions, 

When the sun arose the beach was strewn 
with corpses. Not a soul had escaped. 
Some, as the position of their bodies 
showed, had been frozen to death. The rest 
had been drowned in the merciless waves 
Or beaten to death upon the ice. Among

MEXICO’S WHITE HOUSE.

The Elegant Mansion in Which Her 
Chief Executive Lives. 

General Porfirio Diaz and family 
have two places of residence. The castle 
of Chapultepec is the white house of the 
nation, and Hes two miles from the City of 
Mexico. It is occupied by the family 
during the rainy summer season only, the 
dry winter season being passed, for great- 
er convenfence, at the private residence 
owned by the president, on la Calle de la 
Cadena, in the capital, and which counts 
as part of the $5,000,000 of wealth held by 
the head of the Mexican nation. Cha- 
pultepec is probably the finest official resi- 
dence on the continent, and it was for this 
property that it is commonly reported the 
late Mr. Jay Gould offered the Mexican 
government close to $10,000,000 in Mexican 
silver as a southern resort for himself 
and family, but which was promptly de- 
clined.

There are priceless 
paintings from the royal galleries of Spain 
and Europe; furniture with its pearl mo- 
saics and gold and copper inlaying, cost- 
ing fabulous sums; rugs from the orient, 
brought over in the early days of regal 
Splendor, and many tons of fhe finest of 
Italian and native sculpture in statuary 
and massive urns of finely grained mar- 
ble and alabaster. Yet the genera! ar- 
rangement of it all is most skillful and 
the turnishings exceedingly well distrib- 
uted. 


ONLY EIGHT MONTHS OLD. 


£, Child Who Sprouted a Beard and 
Developed Wrinkles. 
From Then New York Journal. 

The most extraordinary infant ever born 
has just died in St. Louis, Mo., and has 
left a trail of marveling sctentists to try 
to figure out some plausible explanation 
of a phenomenon of the like of which there 
is no record. 

The accepted cause of the baby’s death 
is in itself a paradox. Death was described 
as the result of senile debility, yet the 
little one only began to live eight months 
before. 

Dr. Edward Randall, a well-known St. 
Louis physician, connected with the north 
side dispensary in that city, was treating 
the infant, who was the son of a Missis- 
sippi river fisherman named Enoch Burch, 
living on the outskirts of the city. 

When Dr. Randall first saw the child 
he noticed that there were many things 
about the case decidedly out of the com- 
mon. The body was that of an ordinary 
infant, and all the organs seemed healthy. 
The thead, however, was extraordinary 
in many respects. In size it was that of 
an adult, and each guccessive day accen- 
tuated its external peculiarities. 

The thickness and texture of the hair 
gave the infart the appearance of a grown 
man, and on the baby’s face there grew 
with amazing thickness a silky heard. All 
the features developed correspondingly fast, 
and on the countenance there gradually set- 
tled an expression of mature thought. The 
corners of the mouth became hard and 
drawn, other lines that usually come only 
in advanced age appeared, and the brow 
grew wrinkled. 

Dr. Randall made a series of examinations 
of the child and came to the conclusion 
that the infant's brain had developed to 
the strength of an adult, but had then 
been hampered in its marvelous develop- 
ment by the little succor to be derived 
from the puny body. 

Inanition ensued, the doctor says, and 
the entire frame, so strangely placed to- 
gether by nature. began rapidly to lose all 
its vital forces. The poor little one breath- 
ed its last a few days ago, and the strange 
history ‘of the case will be submitted to 
the scientific world, to which it will prob- 
ably alwavs remain one of nature’s strang- 
est eccentricities. 


HARTRIDGE’S BOLT IN FLORIDA. 


Hias To Obey His Gold Standard Bosses 
or Lose a Good Job. 

Jacksonville, Fla., August 24.—John E. 
Harfridge, who represents this county in 
the state senate and who says he is a 
candijate to succeed United States Senator 
Call, is out in a card bolting Bryan and 
the democratic platform.

Our readers will bear in mind that all 
the leaders and all the newspapers that 
are now in favor of the single gold 
standard have said at one’ time or 
another that bimetallism is the one hope 
of the nations of the earth. Even Mr. 
Perry Belmont, the American agent of 
the Rothschilds (as his father was be- 
fore him), is a pronounced bimetallist, 
and so is Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, the 
head of the bond-forcing syndicate. The 
Same may be said of Mr. Whitney, who 
is the active manager of several power- 
ful corporations. In fact, all the ele 
ments that are now supporting the sin- 
gle gold standard have declared that 
the one monetary reform that is neces- 
sary is bimetallism—iunternational bi- 
metallism. 

Last June, as The Constitution point- 
ed out yesterday, Dr. Otto Arendt, of 
Germany, an economist of world-wide 
reputation, wrote an essay for The 
North American Review in which he 
deprecated independent free coinage by 
the United States. alone, and declared 
that the only true solution of the money 
question was international bimetallism. 
To that essay the gold leaders and their 
organs pointed with unmistakable satis- 
‘faction. They quoted it and gloated 
over it. Dr. Arendt is a scientist, and 
ifwhen he says the only true solution of 
the money question is international bi- 
metallism, that settles the matter. 

That was the attitude of the gold men 
and their organs when Dr. Arendt’s es- 
Say appeared in The North American 
Review. They clapped their hands and 
hailed it with delight. “We favor in- 
| ternational bimetallism,” they said, “for 
ithe very same reason that Dr. Arendt, 
the great scholar, student and scientist 
favors it—because it is the only true 
solution of the money question.” 

But, as our readers know, this was a 
delusion. Dr. Arendt, being honestly 
and earnestly in favor of international 
bimetallism, and honestly and earnestly 
opposed to gold monometallism every- 
‘where, at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances, understands perfectly well 
that the success of the republican gold 
standard candidate in the November 
election would not only fasten gold 
monometallism on the people of this 
country permanently, but would blast 
the hopes of those who favor interna- 
tional bimetallism. Dr. Arendt knows 
fui well tnat the election of McKinley 
in November would be construed the 
World over as an indorsement by this 
powerful republic of the shylock pro- 
gramme of gold monoinatallism, and 
all. hope of international bimetallism 
will be destroyed. 

For this reason when The New York 
Journal asked Dr. Arendt for his views, 
he wrote, as his reply, a hearty indorse- 
ment of those who are seeking to abol- 
ish gold monometallism in this country. 
If any of our readers missed this nota- 
bie article in yesterday’s Constitution, 
we advise them to refer to the paper 
and read it. It is a noteworthy appeal 
to the voters of this country for three 
reasons—first and foremost, because it 
is from the pen of a scientific student 
and thinker who is thoroughly familiar 
with the money. question in all its 
phases and bearings; second, because it 
contains the serious views of an impar- 

tial man; and, third, because it gives 

‘the lie to the assertions of the agents 

of the money power, that the success of 
the free coinage candidate in this coun- 
try will hurt or embarrass the cause of 
international bimetallism. “Only Bryan,” 
Says Dr. Arendt, “can save the Ameri- 
can standard by an international under- 
Standing.” 

‘And he sends to the democratic party 
€his solution’ and indorsement: “You 


| against the speculator!’”’ That is, in- 
deed, the issue. In this contest the in- 
terests of the toiling, struggling mass 
of producers in this republic are ar- 
rayed against the selfishness, the greed 
and the avarice of combined capitalism. 
The issue is so Sharply drawn that Dr. 
Arendt is moved to exclaim from his 
professor's chair in Germany that the 
American farmer, laborer, workingman 
or Wage earner who votes against Bryan 
cuts his own throat. 

The choice in this campaign is be- 
tween prosperity for the people and the 
further sacrifice of the interests of the 
toiling masses. 
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The Root of the Trouble. 

The money power and its paid agents 
explain the depression of the past three 
years by saying that it is the result of 
“the agitation of the silver question,” 
and this explanation is reiterated on 
every possible occasion. ‘They claim 
that the conditions which the country 
finds so oppressive are the result of the 
movement in favor of the free coinage 
of silver. ‘ 

This is putting the cart before the 
horse with a vengeance. There has 
been a vigorous and an aggressive free 
coinage party in the United States ever 
since the people discovered that the re- 
publicans had clandestinely demone- 
tized silver and suppressed one import- 
ant source of our money supply. ‘The 
“agitation” which the money power 
now deprecates has been going on with 
more or less vigor for nearly twenty 
years. If such agitation were calcu- 
lated to produce serious results, the 
country would have felt the effect of 
them years ago. 

As a matter of fact, however, the con- 
ditions which the people find so op- 
pressive have given to and 
moted the popular agitation which the 
money power deplores. As these condi- 
tions have grown in severity, the popu- 
lar agitation has increased, and it will 
continue increase until the strug- 
gling masses have righted their wrongs 
and sheared the money power of its ac-* 
tive influence for evil. 

The gold -syndicate has heretofore 
been powerful enough to foree its de- 
mands through congress. It compelled 
the resumption of Specie payments at a 
tremendous cost to the producers of the 
country. It substituted the Allison pur- 
chasing act for the Bland free coinage 
bill; it substituted the Sherman act for 
the s@énate free coinage measure; and, 
during the past three years, it has been 
powerful enough, with the active aid of 
the executive and a subservient cabinet, 
to put in force every scheme which it 
advertised to the people as a remedy 
for the evil conditions that have af- 
fected every productive energy and in- 
terest in the country. 

No soover had Cleveland taken his 

seat in 1893 than the money power de- 
manded the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 
This, they declared, would be a remedy 
for low prices and gold exports. Ata 
given moment the members of the gold 
syndicate in Great Britain caused the 
government to close the mints of India 
to the free coinage of silver. This 
brought about a crash in all values and 
prices except the value of gold. 
By a preconcerted movement the 
banks of New York city and other mon- 
ey centers began to call in their loans. 
They not only did this, but they re- 
fused to pay the checks of depositors. 
The “squeeze,” deliberately planned for 
the purpose of giving the people an “‘ob- 
ject lesson,” was so serious in its char- 
acter that all forms of money, even the 
despised silver dofiar, went to a pre- 
mium of from 3 to 5 per cent. 

Then the gold syndicate, on the cor- 
dial invitation of the executive, pro- 
ceeded to make a raid on the treasury 
gold, drawing it out and exporting it to 
Europe. The remedy for all this (as the 
people were told by the president and 
all the agents of the money power) was 
the unconditional repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act. There 
was no claim then nor for months after- 
wards that “the silver agitation” had 
caused the trouble. The trouble was 
admitted and all the organs and agents 
of the money power united in d®claring 
that the remedy for it all was the cessa- 
tion of the monthly purchase of silver 
bullion. 

The money power had its way. Cleve- 
landism and republicanism combined 
were powerful enough to force the act 
of repeal through congress in spite of 
the efforts of a majority of the demo- 
erats. The gold syndicate applied. its 
“remedy,” and the people know the re- 
sult. The conditions grew worse and 
they have been constantly growing 
worse ever since. Prices fell lower, and 
the gold syndicate followed up _ its 
remedy with a demand for a bond is- 
sue. This was also to be a “remedy.” 
‘Replenish the reserve and confidence” 
will return. This was the cry of all the 
newspapers that the money power had 
subsidized. 

Bonds were issued, not once, but on 
four successive occasions, the gold syn- 
dicate reaping millions of profit out of 
each infamous transaction. But still 
times have grown harder and all the 
evil conditions have continued to mul- 
tiply; and with this growth the agita- 
tion of the free coinage of silver has 
grown until now it is to be found, active 
and determined, in every nook and cor- 
ner of the land. 

The true explanation is that hard 
times have not been caused by any ab- 
stract fear of free coinage agitation, 
but wholly by reason of the concrete 
system of robbery, fostered by the gov- 
ernment, which has enabled a few men 
to plunder the people, debauch the peo- 
ple’s representatives and enrich them- 
selves by despoiling the nation. This

No argument in favor ofthe single 
gold standard, however plausible it may 
be, can possibly have weight with rea- 
soning minds as long as the fact re- 
mains that in every part of the country 
there are hundreds and thousands of 
laboring men unemployed. 

In the town of Waltham, Mass., just 
eight or ten miles out from Boston, over 
3,000 men have been thrown out of em- 
ployment on account of the shutting 
down of factories within the last few 
days. 

What does all this mean? In times 
of prosperity no one ever hears of fac- 
tories closing down and men thrown 
out of employment by the scores and 
hundreds. It is only when money is 
searce and the volume of the currency 
restricted that such a deplorable con- 
dition prevails. 

Instead of* being an argument in sup- 
port of the single gold standard, there- 
fore, it is anything else. Had it not 
been for the republican policy of finance 
Which has been in operation for the 
last twenty-five or thirty years’ the 
2,500,000 laboring men who are now 
idle over fhe country would be earning 
respectable wages. 

Iiow it is that republican leaders can 
advocate a standard which has taken 
bread from the mouth of the American 
laborer and entailed such misery and 
disaster upon the country is something 
that cannot be understood; and where 
it enriches one it pauperizes a thou- 
Sand, and against the few millionaires 
of Wall street who would preserve it 
as a blessing there are millions of in- 
dustrious freemen who are only wait- 
ing for November to denounce it as a 
curse. 

With such a condition of things as 
now prevails in this country it is al- 
most impossible for any one to advocate 
the single gold standard except from a 
Selfish and mercenary motive. 
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A Royal Tourist. 

Not Satisfied with the pomp which 
characterized the features of his recent 
coronation and which cost the empire 
no less than $80,000,000, Nicholas II has 
decided to make a royal tour of the con- 
tinent. | 

With this purpose in view he intends 
to leave St. Petersburg within the next 
few days, taking his bride with him. 

Before returning home the ezar will 
have made a complete circuit of the 
suropean capitals. It goes without say- 
ing that such imperial visitors as the 
ezar and his bride will everywhere be 
the recipients of a most gracious and 
lavish hospitality. In providing for 
sueh a journey as this the ezar has 
drawn heavily upon the resources of 
the government. That such a reckless 
expenditure of money is tolerated by 
the Russians shows that democracy has 
made but little progress in the empire. 

In making this proposed tour of 
Europe Nicholas is doubly emulating 
the example of his illustrious predeces- 
sor, Peter the Great, who made a simi- 
lar journey in 1697, just two hundred 
years ago. Without heraldry or osten- 
tation, however, Peter the Great visit- 
ed each of the European capitals and 
made a thorough study of the various 
Systems of government therein pre 
sented. His tour of the continent was 
inspired by statesmanship rather than 
by a desire to land himself. In this 
respect he differs widely from the 
young monarch who now occupies the 
throne and who cares more for display 
than he does for acquisition. 

But aside from the motive which may 
actuate the young czar his tour of 
Europe will be a matter of world-wide 
interest. 
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Webster on the Money Question. 

Unable to enlist the statesmanship of 
the present day in support of their 
views on the money question, the single 
gold standard organs have invaded the 
precincts of the tomb and dragged into 
the campaign the political remains of 
statesmen who figured in the affairs of 
this country over a Zeneration ago. 

If living issues can be illustrated by 
such a doubtful method as this, the ad- 
vocates of the single gold standard, in 
resorting to a period so remote for ar- 
guments with which to support their 
side of the controversy, have at least 
showl the extremity to which they 
have been reduced. In defending a bad 
cause it is much easier to appropriate 
the language of the dead and, by a 
mischievous process of distortion, make 
it suit the desired purpose, than it is to 
enlist in such a cause the breathing elo- 
quence of the living. 

Realizing the force of this reasoning, 
The New York World has made a pil- 
grimage to the tomb of Daniel Web- 
ster. After reviewing at some length 
the speeches of the great orator and 
finding the task attended with greater 
difficulties than it was led at first to 
imagine. The World finally resolved 
upon the following citation: 


I would say to every owner of every 
quarter section of land in the west, I 
would say to every man in the east who 
follows his own plow, and to every 
mechanic, artisan and laborer of every 
city in the country—I would say to 
every man everywhere, who wishes by 
honest means to gain an honest living, 
‘“‘Beware of wolves in sheep's clothing.” 
Whoever attempts,under whatever pop- 
ular cry, to shake the stability of the 
public currency * * * stabs your in- 
terests and your happiness to the 
heart.”’ 


Had The New York World already 
come squarely out on the side of bi- 
metallism, aS it no doubt intends to do 
later in the campaign, it could not pos- 
Sibly have made a better selection in 
proof of its altered views than the one 
cited. 

If the cause of bimetallism is cal- 
Culated to advance the welfare of one 
class above another, it is the welfare of 
the laboring men of this country. To 
every man who labors in the sweat of 
his brow, and who seeks by industrious 
means to earn a modest competence, 
the cause of bimetallism extends a help- 
ing hand. It was under just such a 
policy as this that labor received its due 
recompense and the country enjoyed 
such an era of prosperity as it has 
never since known. 

Not only in his zeal for the welfare 
of the American laborer but in the fixed 


principle which he doubtless had in 
| mind when he uttered the above decla- | 


‘funds for the 


ration, Daniel Webster was fully in ac- 
cord with the faith and teachings pro- 
claimed in the Chicago plafform. Neither 
in the quotation cited by The New York 


‘World nor tn any of the speeches of 


the great orator is there anything re- 
pugnant to the doctrine of free coinage. 

Those who advocate the doctrine are 
even more contentious for what the op- 
position is pleased to call “sound mon- 
ey” than the advocates of the single 
gold standard can possibly be. With a 
gold dollar worth twice its intrinsic 
value, however, such a thing a8 sound 
money is impossible, It is only by re- 
storing silver to its place in the cur- 
erncy that the true meaning of the 
term can be defined. Such is the aim 
and purpose of bimefallism. 

In a most felicitous sense does the ex- 
pression “beware of wolves in sheep’s 
clothing” apply to the millionaires of 
Wall street who are so strenuously ad- 
vocating the cause of the single gold 
standaré. It was .the money power 
that Daniel Webster had in view when 
he made the happy comparison. 

Instead of supporting its cause by 
citing the views of Daniel Webster, The 
New York World has made a most ac- 
ceptable defense of bimetallism. The 
next time it undertakes a similar pil- 
grimage to the tomb of the dead past it 
should investigate more thoroughly the 
character of what it brings back.

It is self-evident that the American peo- 
ple desire to be as independent of the 
manipulators of the bcurses of New York 
and Chicago as they must be absolutely 
free of th> ccnditions that govern specule- 
tion in Berlin and London. So-calied silver 
fanaticism, of which we hear so much, ts 
really but a protest against shady bourse 
manipulations that threaten the small man 
year in and year out. 

The American silver party, if it means to 
do its full duty, must not be content to 
break the gold monopoly, but must also put 
an end to the fluctuations of the value of 
silver.

fhe democrats and populists will divide 
the managers and clerks at the various 
polling places through the state. This 
has been agreed upon by the chairmen of 
the two parties, and while they have not 
the power to enforce their wishes in this 
matter, it is probable that their agree- 
ment will be carried out very generally. 
The populists have complained heretofore 
that they had no representation at the 
polls when it came to supervise the vot- 
ing and to count the ballots. When they 
were defeated they attributed it to fraud, 
because they had no one present with 
authority to handle the ballots. Next 
fall they will be given every opportunity, 
alld the democrats will expect the same 
treatmrent in the counties that are popu- 


jist. 
When the coming election is over there 


will be no ground for anyone to cry fraud 
in the counc if the agreement is honestly 
kept and the represe ntatives at the boxes 


keep their eyes open. 


Mention was made in last Friday’s Con- 
stitution that Chairman Cunningham of 
the populist party had written to Chalr- 
man Clay of the democratic party, asking 
for a division of managers and clerks. In 
an interview, Mr. Clay stated that he 
would recommend division. He said at 
that time, and he repeats it now, that 
néither he nor Chairman Cunningham has 
any power to select nranagers and clerks, 
but he will urge it upon the proper par- 
ties that they recognize the populists when 
arranging for the election. 

The correspondence follows: 
Cunningham’s Letter. 
“Atlanta, Ga., August 19, i8%6.—Hon. A. 
S. Clay, Chairman Democratic State KEexecu- 
t.ve Committee, Kimball House, Atlanta, 
Ga. Dear Sir: In view of the fact that a 
large number of the best citizens of this 
state bitterly complain of frauds in our 
state and national elections in the past, 
it is important that everything be done that 
can be done toward securing the ballot box 
against such serious and alarming cr.ticism. 
‘“rherefore, I urge you, as cnalrman oft 
the democratic executive committee, to 
join me, as chairman of the peopie’s par- 
ty executive committee, in the entorcement 

of the following agreement: 

“We pledge ourseives as chairmen of our 
respective party organizations to carry out 
this specific contract: , 

“First, that in every voting precinct in 
which the justice of the peace cunducting 
the elections is a democrat, the people's 
party shall be represented by one manager 
and one clerk. 

“Second, that in every voting precinct 
in which the justice of the peace cvnduct- 
ing the elections is a people’s »arty man, 
the democratic party shail be represented 
by one manager and one clerk, 

“Said managers and clerks to be named 
and selected by the executive committee 
of their respective parties in each county 
and their selections made known to the 
several county ordinaries five days prior to 
the holding of the state and national elec- 
tions, 

“This will do much toward guaranteeing 
the purity of the ballot in Georgia, and 1 
contend that, as chairman of our party 
executive committees you and I have this 
agreement enforced without interfering 
with the statute that regulates the holding 
of elections in Georgia. 

“I hope that you will pardon me for ask- 
ing an immediate reply to this communi-, 
cation.

Clay’s Letter. 

“Atlanta, Ga., August, 24, 189%6.—Hon. John 
D. Cunningham, Chairman People’s Party 
Executive Committee, Atlanta, Ga. Dear 
Sir: Your favor, addressed to me as chair- 
man of the state committee, bearing date of 
August 19, 1896, relative to election man- 
agers at the coming election, came duly to 
hand. I have been absent from the city 
for two days in south Georgia and returned 
on Sunday morning. Hence I have not re- 
plied to your communication sooner. 

“In reply to your letter I beg to say 
that the democratic party has always been 
the champion of fair elections in this state. 
lt has givem to Georgia one of the purest 
and best state governments in this union. 
its record in the past is before the people. 
it has endeavored to represent pure govern- 
ment and 1 hope to see it continue this 
course. 

“Neither you nor myself has any au- 
thority to say who shall manage the elec- 
tions. Our power is simply advisory. We 
can simply recommend. I believe that the 
election managers in each militia district in 
Georgia should be honorable, upright and 
intelligent men. I think it nothing but 
right and proper that both populists and 


democrats in each militia district in Geor-- 


gia be represented by a manager and a 
clerk. I think that the executive commiit- 
tee of each party in each militia district in 
Georgia should select the managers for 
their respective districts. I will go further 
and say that it gives me great pleasure as 
chairman of the state committee to recom- 
mend that in each militia district both _the 
erg nga and the democrats be represented 

y @ Manager and a clerk. I hope to see 
these managers selected from our best 
men—men who will see to it that every 
legal voter who may desire to cast his 
ballot may have the privilege of doing so 
and seeing to it that it is fairly counted. 

“So far as lies in my power as chairman 
of the state committee it affords me pleas- 
ure to say that I will use every influence I 
Possess to see that this policy is carried out. 
In many counties in the tenth congressional 
district your party is largely in the ma- 
jority. I am informed that in many in- 
®tances in the last election we were without 
Managers. I hope that this recommendation 
will be carried out in every militia district in 
Georgia. No man is more anxious than 
myself to see that our elections are fairiy 
and honestly managed and that every legal 
voter in this state may have the right to 
cast his vote freely and voluntarily as he 
med deem to be to the best interest of his 
Btate. 

“T recommend this first, because I believe 
ft is right, and second, because I believe 
that if this is done the democratic party 
w'll receive a much larger majority in the 
coming election than it did two years ago. 

“When the election is over, if our party 
fe defeated, I shall not charge that we 
Were fraudulently counted out. I shall 
continue to have confidence in the honesty 
and integrity of our people. I trust that 
whatever may be the result your party will 
at least say that the election was fairly 
and honestly managed and accept the re- 
sult in good faith. 

“T shall write to the chairman of each 
county committee requesting that this 
recommendation be carried out in behalf 
of the partv that I represent. 

“Hoping that this letter will be sat'sfac- 
tory to you and that I may have your co- 
operation in selecting our very best men 
to manage our elections, believe me to be 
very respectfully, A. 8. CLAY, 
ieee Democratic Executive Commit- 

ee.”’

Editor Constitution—In all of man's !n- 
tercourse with man, there should be hon- 
or.

Now this is what I am coming to: Cap- 
tain Neal, who was repudiated by his own 
ward, and the city at large, two years ago, 
has organized, as it appears, first, a com- 
mittee of fitteer who in return, appointed 
him a committe (7) of one, to appoint a 
committee of forty, who should select, ata 
subsequent meeting, candidates for the peo- 
pie of Atianta to vote for. 

Now Captain Neal's plans have been 
carried out. A ticket selected by his com- 
mittee is before the people to be voted for, 
or against, on the 27th. 

There is another ticket selected by a con- 
vention held openly and above board at the 
courthouse after due notice to the people 
by advertisement, and upon a petition of 
more than 3,000 voters.

POPULISTS WILL PROBABLY WAME PEEK 


He Will Receive the Indorsement of 
the Congressional Convention, 
Which Meets This Week. 


The republican primary will be held to- 
day and delegates will be selected to the 
congressional cenvention which will meet 
in Atlanta) August 29th. 

The polling places will be open from 6 
p. m. until 10 p, m. This primary is held 
in accordance with a resolution passed at 
the last session of the state central com- 
mittee. This resolution provided that a 
convention be held on August 26th for the 
purpose of selecting six delegates and six 
alternates from the county at large. The 
delegations from the different wards are 
to be selected by primary. This is a radi- 
cal change from the methods usually em- 
ployed by the republicans of Fulton in se- 
iecting delegates. 

Hieretofore delegates have been selected 
at mass meetings, but the row of the Mc- 
Kinley and Reed factions at the last mass 
meetings caused Jackson McHenry to call 
the primary. Each ward of the city is en- 
titled to six delegates and each militia dis- 
trict to two. W. H. Smythe, Smith Easley 
and L. L. Lee are managers of the elec- 
tion and will have charge of all polling 
places. 

Saturday the congressional convention 
will be called in the Good Samaritan hal! 
and a candidate for congress will be 
elected. 

The republicans are also discussing put- 
ting out a ticket for all county offices. A 
proposition has been made to the populists 
and if this fusion movement goes through 
they will leave the nomination of county 
officers to the populist convention. 


Hendrix or McBride. 

The convention will have two names 
under consideration for indorsement. The 
choice will be either A. J. McBride or J. C. 
Hendrix. McBride has not announced, but 
there are certain republicans who favor 
him and they will push his nomination.

SPOKE FOR HOWELL 


A Rousing Meeting of Fourth Ward 
Voters Last Night. 


JENKINS’S HALL OVERCROWDED 


Several Speakers Told the Voters To 
Support Citizers’ Ticket.

A big crowd of fourth ward voters as- 
sembled at Jenkins hall, on Auburn ave- 
nue, last night and listened to several 
rousing speeches in the interest of Colonel 
Albert Howell for mayor and the citizens’

The meeting was an enthusiastic one 
and the voters vigorously applauded the 
speakers. Colonel Howell and several of 
the citizens’ ticket candidates were present, 
and they addressed the crowd. The hall 
was crowded to the overflowing point, 
many standing on the steps, unable to se- 


cure seats. 

The speakers told the voters about ‘the 
situation and argued in favor of the citi- 
zens’ ticket. Colonel Howell reviewed his 
platform and reiterated his declaration that 
the taxes should be reduced. He said 
that the city should have an economical 
administration of its affairs and one en- 
tirely non-partisan. 

Mr. E. 8S. Harris was made chairman of 
the meeting. Mr. George Wylie acted as 
secretary. The crowd called for Mr. How- 
ell Erwin, and he made a rousing speech 
in favor of Colonel Howell and the citizens’ 
ticket. He said that he has not and. will 
not refuse to raise his voice in the interest 
of Colonel Howell and the ticket he heads, 
believing that the best interests of the 
city will be subserved by the election of 
the ticket. He said that a tidal wave 
would sweep Colonel Howell and the citi- 
zens’ ticket into office Thursday.

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WAS HE MURDERED ? 


An Atlanta Man Thought To Have Been 
Foully Dealt With. 


HIS NAME PATRICK BRENNEN 


A Feddler by Trade, but a Steady, 
Thrifty Citizen. 


| HE WAS LAST SEEN NEAR THE FLORIDA LINE 


He Usually Carried Large Sums of 
Money on His Ferson—Must 
Have Been Killed. 


_ Patrick Brennen, a peddler, who spends 
most of his time on the road selling goods, 
but whose home is in this city at No. 230 
Formwalt street, has been missing since 
June 27th last and his wife and friends 
think he has been murdered. 

He usually spent about six months on the 
road without coming home, as he traveled 
on foot and spent ‘his time in distant states. 
When he came home he always brought a 
larg roll of money which he had gradually 
accumulated on his trip. He was thrifty 
and economical and in this way he has 
accumulated a good deal of property in 
this city. 

His home, in which he and his wife have 
lived happily for many years, is on Form- 
walt street, just a little distance from 
Georgia avenue, which cuts Formwalt 
street at right angles. This house and lot 
belonged to Brennen and are worth about 
$2,500. He has purchased, on the install- 
ment plan, two houses at Nos. 62 ana t4 
Garibaldi street, and he has made several 
payments on this property. In a short 
while he would have been the owner of 
three good houses and lots, all valuable 
property. 

He has never returned to his wife from 
his peddling trips withsut large sums of 
money on his person and this fact leads 
to the belief that he has been foully dealt 
with, inasmuch as he suddenly disappeared 
and all efforts to find him have met with 
absolute failure. 

Brennen has never failed to write to his 
wife regularly once a week on any of his 
trips. He was liked by all of his neigh- 
bors and all speak of him in the highest 
terms. His wife was devoted to him and he 
to her. No good cause can be imagined why 
he should not write if he was able to do 
so. There are only two solutions to the mys- 
tery that the neighbors can think of, one, 
the most feasible, being that he was 
murdered by tramps or robbers for the 
money he carried, and the other that he 
received a sunstroke during the excessive- 
ly hot weather and died on the road side. 

Last Heard from at DuPont. 

The last heard of him was from Du- 
Pont, Ga., and the missing man was then on 
a foot journey to Florida. He was down 
in south Georgia in the vicinity of Okefeno- 
kee swamp. 

Another peddler, Owen Devir, who was 
Brennen’s most intimate friend, has fol- 
lowed over the same route taken by the 
missing man, but he reports that all trace 
of him is lost. Devir goes on his journeys 
on horseback and he asserts that the re- 
cent hot weather in the vicinity of the 
Okefenokee swamp was so severe that he 
was made desperately sick and his horse 
almost died. 

When Mrs, Brennen became uneasy about 
the prolonged absence of her husband and 
the fact that no letters had been received 
from him, she wrote to Devir at Du- 
Pont, which is the central point from 
which all peddlers, who work in south 


Georgia and Florida receive their goods, 
and she soon heard from him. He Stated 
that he had not heard of Brennen since the 
latter left DuPont on June 27th. He prom- 
ised, however, to make a diligent search 
for the missing man. The last letter from 
him was written last Wednesday after a 
long search for Brennen. The letter reads 
as fellows: 


Searched in Vain. 

DuPont, Ga., August 19.—Mrs. Kate Bren- 
nen: I am just in from a trip, but have 
no news to tell you about Mr. Brennen. I 
went about fifty miles from here, took the 
Same. route he took the last time he left. 
I went around the south side of Okefeno- 
kee swamp toward the St. Mary’s river. 
I traced him to the state of Florida at a 
place called Mare’s Head. He stayed there : 
over night June 29. 

“The people he stayed with said he start- 
ed for the bend of St. Mary’s river. That 
is the last reard from him. I got sick with 
the hot weather, and my horse played 
out, so I had to return. Poor fellow; I am 
afraid he has been done away with. 5 noti- 
fied the people on the route, and they said 
they would do all they could to find him, 
dead or alive._ 

“I received yours of the Ilith Instant. 
Mrs. Brennen, I am doing all I can to find 
Brennen. With my best wishes, believe me, 
you have my sympathy. I remain yours 
truly. OWEN DEVIR.” 

The letter is written on the stationery of 
Hotel St. Elmo, J. F. Smith, proprietor. 

Brennen’s Saddened Home. 

Brennen is about forty years old, his 
wife five years younger. They have one son, 
William, sixteen years old, and they are 
taking care of another boy, twelve years 
old, named Eddie Gallagher, who was left 
in Mrs. Brennen’s care by his dying 
mother. He has not been formally adopted, 
but Mr. and Mrs. Brennen have always re- 
garded him as a son. They took him when 
a babe in swaddling clothes. 

Mrs. Brennen is almost prostrated by 
the absence of her husband, and has faint- 
ed several times from the great strain and 
anxiety. Sbe is very popular with her 
neighbors, and has universal sympathy. 
Her husband wrote to her the first week in 
June, sending her money. He said that he 
expected to make enough more on his 
next trip to send his boy, Willie, to a busi- 
ness college. 

When he was at home he usually stayed 
about a month, and during that time he 
was always jovial and full of fun. The 
neighbors all spoke of his good nature, and 
said his hearty laugh could often be heard 
as far as the corner. 

Mrs. M. A. Wilson, who lives in. the 
house with Mrs. Brennen, said that their 
home life had been an unusually happy 
one, and that the wife was wrapped up 
in her husband. The letters from him, she 
declared, came regularly every week. She 
believes Brennen was murdered while on 
his journey, and that his body was thrown 
in the swamp or the St. Mary’s river. 

Mrs. J. L. Young, who lives next door, 
declared yesterday that she had never 
known Mr. Brennen and his wife to quar- 
rel, and that they always seemed to get 
along happily. She thinks the missing man 
must have been overcome with the heat or 
murdered for the money on his person. 

Lucius E. Wheeler, who has a meat store 
at the corner of Georgia avenue and Form- 
walt street, and who lives next door to the 
Brennens, said that the murder theory 
seemed to be the most feasible. 

Mrs. Brennen suffers from heart trouble, 
and cannot bear to talk of her misfortune, 
She often faints away when the subject is 
mentioned to her. She watches for the 
mail carrier all through the day, hoping for 
a letter from her husband.

Judge Hillyer then read the report, while 
the members of the bar listened in silence. 

The tribute is as follows: 

“To the Honorable Supreme Court: The 
committee appointed to prepare a meme- 
rial commemorative of the life and cnarac- 
ter of the late Henry Jackson, make the 
following report: 3 

‘Henry Jackson came of an ancestry in- 
timately connected with the earilest and 
best of Georgia history. His father, Gen- 
eral Henry kh. Jackson, of Savannah, wid 
still enjoys tne vigor of a green old age, 
and rejoices in the affectionate esteem ol 
his fellow citizens worthily earned by dis- 
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BY THE BAR 


sion one of the most notable works of his 
life, in the comp lation and publishing of 
Jackson's Index-Digest to the first forty 
volumes of the Georgia Reports, a work 
which for now more than a score of -vears 
has been the vale mecum of the Georgia 
bar. 

“The system adopted in this book, though 
often followed and though now the estab- 
lished precedent in digest making in Geor- 
gia, was then unknown. It was the inven- 
tion of his own clear and practical m nd, 
and since its publication the utility of it 
has so commended itself to the bar that 
all subsequent digests have unhesitatingly 
followed it. Though we may expect in the 
nature of things that Captain Jackson's 
book will necessarily soon become obsolete 
by the redigesting of the entire series of 
our reports under one alphabet, we may 
equally feel sure that the plan invented by 
him will continue to live in the work of 
his successors. 

“It is a notable fact that this work was 
accomplished in the small hours of the 
morning, the time of its performance 
snatched from the due hours of rest on 
the one side and the clamorous need of toil 
on the other. It is his own testimony that 
the profits of it were the first considerable 
beginning of his private fortune. 

‘‘Im IS82 he resigned the office of supreme 
court reporter and thereafter devoted him- 
self most exclusively to the practice of 
his profession. His practice during these 
years was cast on large lines, his clients 
being mostiv among the largest corpora- 


tions of the country. His returns from his 
practice were remunerative, and at his 
death his family was left well provided for. 

“Captain Jackson was married April 23, 
1867, to Miss Sallie Addison Cobb, who was 
a daughter of General Thomas R, R. Cobb, 
of Athens, and a niece of Howell Cobb. 
Hier mother was Mrs. Marion Meflenry 
Cobb, a daughter of Chief Justice Lumpkin. 
Of the children born to them four, together 
with their mother, now survive, the elder, 


tinguished services in war and peace, Was 
himself the son of Dr. Henry Jackson, the 
younger brother and adopted son of that 
James Jackson whese name is so closely 
linked and upon such high considerations 
with the founding of this commonwealth. 
Henry Jackson’s mother was Cornelia Au- 
gusta Davenport, daughter of Isaiah Dav- 
sort, of Savannah, and of his wife Sarah 
tosamond Clarke, of Beaufort district, in 
South Carolina. ee 

“He was born at Savannah, July 15, 18%, 
where his childhood was spent until at the 
age of nine years he was deprived by 
death of a mother’s tender love and care. 
Shortly thereafter, his father being sent 
as United States minister to Austria, flenry 
was taken to Europe. After staying about 
a vear in Vienna with his father he was 
put at school.in England, where he spent 
several years with great profit to himselt 
both in body and mind, so much so in fact 
that upon General Jackson's return to 
America in 1859 voung Henry was continucd 
at the school in England, where he was 
for another year. To the day of his death 
he continued to cherish most fondly the 
memory of the delightful days spent in that 
nursery of so much of what is best and 
strongest in the Anglo-Saxon race. Only 
a few months before his death he _ re- 
visited these scenes of this boyhood days 
with the keenest relish. 

“Returning to America in 1860 he was put 
to school under General W. H. Russell, 
in New Hgiven, Conn., where he remained 
until the war between the states came on, 
at which time he was scarcely sixteen years 
of age, and his education, of course, far 
from complete. 

“It it hardly necessary to say that he 
volunteered at once in the confederate 
army: The virtue which demanded that 
action was so common a heritage to the 
young men of Georgia that it was but a 
matter of course for one of his character 
and disposition to enter the army. He did 
so without hesitation, and though when 
stricken with his last illness he still bore 
the look and enjoyed the vigor of a young 
man, he himself doubtless thought it no 
matter of wonder to consider that he had 
gone to battle more than thirty-five years 
before. It is equally needless to say that 
throughout the long struggle he performed 
his duty not only with the courage and de- 
votion of a Georgian, but with &n elan that 
won for him the admiration and affection 
of all who saw him. 

“During the war he served Ms staff of- 
ficer throughout, first as a lieutenant on his 
father’s, General Henry R. Jackson’s, staff, 
afterwards on the staff of General A. R. 
Lawton, and still later on the staff of Gen- 
eral Alfred H. Colquitt. The scene of his 
military service was for the most part in 
Virginia, and he participated in most of 
the battles in which the Army of Northern 
Virginia was engaged. 

“When the war ended in 1865 young Jack- 
son, then holding a captain’s commission. 
though less than twenty years old, hesitated 
no more as to taking up the possibly stern- 
er duties and struggles of peace than ‘he 
had in entering the free life of camps. 
Scarcely had the smoke of battle cleared 
away when he entered the Lumpkin Law 
School at Athens, and applied himself dili- 
gently to study for his chosen profession. 
Graduating from the law school in 1866 with 
distinction, he went to Atlanta, then just 
springing from the ashes of her destruction 
and entered upon the practice. é 

“To the practice of law he brought not 
only the mens sana in sana corpore, but 
an amount of energy and zeal seldom ex- 
celled. These qualities insured success 
as they always must. To these. however. 
he added a high character for personal and 
professional integrity, and quickly took a 
prominent stand at the bar winning the 
confidence of his clients, his mesocinten 
and the courts. His successes were rapid 
In 1869 he was the attorney for tne cit r, 
whose interests he served assiduously af 
well. In 1870 he was elected to represent 
the county in the general assembly. where 
his services were characterized by un 
flagging diligence and wisd sancel.

“It was during this period that Captain 
Jackson completed and gave to the profes- 
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Mrs. Cornelia Jackson Moore, of Atlanta, 
and Mr. Marion Jackson, now a young 
lawyer lately enrolled on the Atlanta bar. 
The two youngest, Misses Callie and F lor- 
ence, are with their mother at the family 
home. 

“In December, 1895, Captain Jackson was 
taken suddenly and dangerously ill, and be- 
ing advised that a surgical operation was 
necessary, he calmly prepared for possible 
death, and submitted himself to the Knife 
with the same intrepid courage that char- 
acterized his whole life. His strength and 
nervous energy, however, had been = so 
sapped by the agony of the disease that he 
never rallied, but died on December 13, 19». 

“Captain Jackson was essentially a man- 
ly man. He was handsome in person and 
magnetic in manner. Courage, encrey, 
zeal and enthusiasm characterized his life. 
Withal, he was a gentle and tender man, 
though proud and sensitive. Throughout 
his life he enjoyed the confidence, respect 
and esteem of all his fellow-citizens and 
the affection of those who knew him in 
person. His. untimely death was, and Is, 
indeed a grievous calamity. It is in vain for 
mere words to voice the deep sorrow with 
which those who knew him best, and 
therefore loved him most, saw him con- 
signed to the tomb; and your committec 
recommend that appropriate action be 
taken for testifying to the public and to his 
family the high honor and esteem in which 
he was held by the court and the bar.

tice there were sharp political contests, 
but Mr. King said Captain Jackson had 
never shown any bitterness or ill will to- 
ward his opponents. 

“If fortune smiled upon 
King, ‘‘generously did he 
nent, while if defeat was 
kled no bitterness or str.fe 
Captain Jackson was gifted 
an exceptional degree—his splendid 
sique, his soldierly bearing, his open 
intelligent face and his keen, sparkling eye 
mace him a man of note. He was most in- 
dustrious and ‘painstaking and cultivated 
the gifts of nature assidiously.” 

Mr. King touched upon the legal side of 
his friend, reviewing the period in which 
he was a reporter of the supreme court. 
It was through the generosity and energy 
of Captain Jackson that the Gate C.tly 
Guard were able to secure its armory. 

. “His literary tastey were cultivated and 
varied and the rhetoric of his addresses 
and writings was beautiful and elegant. 
Perhaps, though, the clearness and direct- 
ness with which he expressed himself were 
his most marked characteristics. He knew 
nothing of sham or shamming, but aiming 
at the truth, both in the conclusions of 
his own mind and in the ends to which he 
would lead others, he employed the flowers 
of rhetoric only as embellishments to the 
solid arguments of truth. 

‘‘Among his friends and in society he 
was the soul of honor, always devoted and 
true, 

“Our profession has lost a most worthy 
brother, and I ask your permission to 
bring this; my tribute, and join it with 
the sacred chaplet which, by these proceed- 
ings, are being woven about his memory,”’ 

Justice Atkinson’s Tribute. 

Justice Atkinson responded on behalf of 
the supreme bench. He said it was only 
proper that memorial exercises in honor 
of Captain Jackson should be held in the 
supreme courtroom where the departed 
brother had achieved his greatest triumphs 
and had accomplished probably his greatest 
work. 

Justice Atkinson said Captain Jackson 
was a close observer, and knew all the 
by-ways of the law and was familiar with 
what some called the occult mysteries of 
the profession. He was bold and reliant 
in speech because his vision was clear, Cap- 
tain Jackson realized when he practiced at 
the bar that there was no royal road 
leading to success and he therefore entered 
upon the discharge of his duties with in- 
domitable will and tireless energy. 

‘The life of our deceased brother,” said 
Justice Atkinson, ‘‘well illustrated the pos- 
sibilities of our profession. He came un- 
heralded save by an illustrious name, but 
animated by an honorable ambition to prove 
himself worthy to bear it, and settled dur- 
ing the stormiest period of our country’s 
history among strangers in this city to 
fight his way to professional preferment. 
* “How well and in how brief a time he ac- 
complished that result igs attested by the 
fact that he had no long probationary ex- 
perience, .but steadily from the beginning, 
by sheer force of intellectual power and 
sterling worth, he fought his way to the 
front rank among the foremost men of his 
time. Conspicuous among his brethren of 
the bar, he received, as he deserved, their 
confidencé. Honorable and upright in all 
his relations of life, he was a lofty exemplar 
of those great elementary ethical principles 
without which the glory of the legal pro- 
fession must pass away. 

“Let us hope as we now pay final tribute 
to his memory that we will cherish the 
lessons taught in his example, and that 
the youth of his country who may choose 
to enter upon his profession forgetful of 
his faults, for doubtless, like every man, 
he had faults, will strive to emulate those 
virtues which adorned his profess‘ona! 
life and which lights the way that leads to 
nobler things.”

When this meeting of the executive board 
was called it was thought that Judge Si- 
monton’s decision in the injunction case 
would be announced, but it has not yet 
been filed. This meeting was called to 
formulate some plan of action. Theres is a 


= general belief in railway circles that the 


judge will decide that he has w® jurisdiction 
in the case. That would dissolve the tem- 
porary injunction and the old status would 
be restored. 

Then the question would be, what is the 
Seaboard to do next? 

Everyone assumes that the 
will cut its rates from Baltimore 33 
cent. That would demoralize the business 
into this territory. 

This meeting of the executive board is 
likely to prove lively. Some of the mem- 
bers are very sore. They object to all 
the associated lines being dragged into 
this fight, which is between the Seaboard 
and the Southern. The innocent roads 
protest against the Whole association being 
tied up and there is Ganger of the associa- 
tion going to pieces. Some of the inno- 
cent lines have intimated that they will 
draw out of the association if some way 
is not found which will leave them free 
to act as they wish. They are kicking on 
being forbidden to meet rates offered by 
lines outside the association territory. The 
neutral roads do not like to antagonize 
the Southern, but the executive oificers 
have been muttering loudly.

HIS ARM SHORTENED. 


& Remarkable Operation Performed 


in St Leuis. 
From, The St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Dr. Sutter performed a difficult surgical 
operation at the city hospital yesterday. 
James Hayes, a barber, was in iis shop 
on Park avenue when the building was de- 
stroyed by the tornado of May 27th, and 
besides other injuries had his right arm 
broken between the shoulder and the el- 
bow. His arm was set by a surgeon, but 
for some reason the bone did not grow to- 
gether, and he has suffered great pain 
and been unable to use his arm since. A 
few days ago he applied to Dr. Sutter aiid 
explained the nature of his injuries. He 
was told the only way to relieve him would 
be t> join the bone together by artiiicial 
means, so yesterday was decided upon for 
the operation. He was placed on the op- 
erating table and chloroform administer- 
ed to him. Dr. Sutter then made a long 
incision in the flesh and bending the arm 
at the broken place, caused both ends of 
the broken bone to protrude clear of the 
flesh, to enable him to operate on them 
Without interference. He then sawed off 
the rough end of each fractured part, and 
a smooth, even surface was thus secured. 

He then sawed each end of the bone naif 
Was through, about an inch from the end, 
one being sawed on the top, and the other 
on the under side, and then cut each end 
lengthwise to meet the cut previously made, 
thus taking out a piece of the bone an 
inch long and half its @ickness. Both 
ends were then placed together and the 
broken bone was mortised evenly and 
smoothly. To hold the ends firmly (to- 
gether a hole was drilled through the 
bones at the point where they were mor- 
tised and an ivory peg driven into the 
hole, binding the ends securely together. 
The incision was then sewed up and the 
injured arm placed in splints. Mr. Hayes 
Was then revived and later in the day went 
to h‘s home. Dr. Sutter says the arm 
will be about an inch shorter than it origi- 
nally was, but otherwise it will give Hayes 
no inconvenience after it Knits firmly to- 
gether, which will take about four weeks. 
The muscles, Dr. Sutter says, will accom- 
modate themselves to the shortened jength 
of the arm.
